His remarks on the evil consequ ence* 
of breaking a child's will carried co nvinc­ 
ing weight, and were relieved by a narra 
tion of his contest with a Chicago boot 
black with backbone, who wou ld make 
hi* mark some da y—came near making It 
that day on him with a handfu l of mu d 
ills ideas o f family government, old a*
